Provided that the service charge to all churches in the Town shall be 
in accordance with the domestic service rate, but the charge for energy con- 
sumed shall be in accordance with the commercial service rate, 

All acounts other than for street lighting, shall be subject to a discount 
of 10% computed on the dollars thereof? if paid within ten days from the 
time of rendering, the discount on all accounts under $4.00 being 30c. All 
accounts shall be payable at such place or places in Didsbury as shall be 
designated by the Company. 

The Company may, regardless of such rates, sell electric power to the 
Town and the consumers within the Town at rates lower than herein men- 
tioned where the quantity of consumption, load factor or off peak condition 
warrants the Company in doing so and also for off peak heating, cooking and 
similar purposes, provided that there shall be no discrimination as between 
consumers where all conditions are similar and provided that in no case shall 
the minimum net bill be less than the minimum above specified. 

13. In the event of the Company at any time hereafter granting any 
reduction in the rates now charged in the Towns and/or Villages on ihe 
Canadian Pacific Railway between Calgary and Kdmonton in which the Com- 
pany has a distribution franchise, or in the event of the Company hereafter 
entering into any agreement or agreements with any other towns or villages 
along the said railway between Calgary and Edmonton for the supplying of 
electricity under a franchise with rates lower than those herein provided, 
having regard to the quantity of consumption and other conditions, a cor- 
responding reduction shall be made in’the rates herein provided for ihe 
supplying of electricity to the Town and the inhabitants thereof. 

14. In the event that the existing water rentals and (or) taxation for 
which the Company is liable be increased or that any new charges or taxes 
be imposed on the Company by any Act of the Parliament of Canada or ihe 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta, or by any Government Department 
either Dominion or Provincial, or by taxing authority whatsover the 
foregoing rates, at the option of the Company, shall be increased com. 
mensurately, 

Provided that this clause shal! net operate so as to increase the rates 
charged to consumers in the Town unléss there is a corresponding increase 
in the rates charged in the Towns and Villages mentioned or referred to in 
the next preceding paragraph hereof. 

15, All meters shall be watt-hour meters and shall be supplied by the 
Company and no rental shall be charged to consumers therefor. Any such 
meter may be inspected by the Company or by the Consumer at any time, 
and may at any time, upon the request of the Consumer and after ten days’ 
notice to the Company be tested or calibrated by the proper official delegated 
by the Department of Trade and Commerce of Canada. If such test shows 
that any meter is in error by more than 2%, either way, then such meter 
shall be forthwith corrected or be replaced by one that is accurate, If a test 
made pursuant to notice from a consumer shows the error to be less than 
2% the expense of such test shall be borne by the Consumer, but if the test 
shows the error to be more than 2% the expense shall be borne by the 
Company. 

The bills for power supplied during: the two calendar months preceding 
such tests shall be corrected in proportion to the error of the meter, pro- 
vided such error exceeds the aforesaid limit of 2% and such correction shall 
be accepted by both parties as settlement in full to that date of all claims 
on account of inaccuracy of the meter, 

16. The Company shall establish and make all connections necessary 
between its distribution system and any premises whatsover within the Town 
or within the hereinbefore mentioned additional area or areas for the pur- 
pose of supplying electric energy to such premises promptly upon the request 
of any person desiring such connection to be made or established, 

17. Subject to all other terms and provisions of this agreement ihe 
Company shall supply electric energy at the meter in the building on the 
consumer’s premises and the cost of the necessary service connection from 
the Company’s distribution system to the said building shall be borne by che 
Company and the meter shall be the place of delivery of the said electric 
energy.’ The consumer shall assume all risk and responsibility in connection 
with his own wiring on his own premises, 

Provided that the Company shall not be required to make a connection 
with any new consumer's building unless and until such consumer has 
deposited with the Company a sum equivalent to twice his monthly minimum 
charge, on which sum the Company shall pay to the consumer interest at the 
rate of four (4%) per cent, per annum for each full year, and which deposit 
shall be refunded by the Company to the consumer upon the discontinuance 
of the service, provided that all payments due by the consumer to the Com- 
pany have been paid, 

The Company shall not be bound to extend the distribution systemas 
acquired by the Company from the Town further than 250 feet to provide 
service to any one new consumer. In the event of service to any new con- 
sumer or consumers involving an extension of the distribution system greater 
than 250 fect for each consumer to be served by such extension, then the 
said consumer or consumers shall jointly deposit with the Company a total 
sum not exceeding one-half of the actual cost of the said extension in excess 
of 250 feet per consumer, which deposit shall bear interest at the rate of four 
(4%) per cent, per annum for each full year and the said consumer or con- 
sumers shall jointly also pay in addition to the usual rates as herein provided 
a total monthly charge of 1°/, of the actual cost of the extension in excess 
of 250 feet per consumer so long as such excess continues. In the event of 
any additional consumer or consumers subsequently taking service by means 
of any such extension they shall make a proportional, deposit and pay their 
proportion of the monthly charge of 1%, and the proper proportion of the 
deposit shall be refunded by the Company to the original depositors in order 
that the deposit in the hands of the Comapny shall at no time exceed one- 
half of the cost of that part of the extension in excess of 250 feet for cach 
consumer by the said extension, 

18. All accounts for energy consumed shall be due and payable when 
rendered. If any account to any consumer shall remain unpaid for more 
than thirty (30) days after having been rendered the Company shall have 
the right, after giving forty-eight (48) hours’ notice, to discontinue the serv- 
ice and to remove the meter, and it shall not be bound to supply any clectric 
energy to the said consumer thereafter until the said account shall have been 
paid, together with a re-connection charge which shall be a sum equivalent 
to twice the monthly minimum charge for such service, and the said re- 
connection charge shall be payable whether the meter has actually been 
removed or not, Any consumer whose premises are temporarily disconnected 
at his request may be required to pay the said re-connection charge before 
service is resumed by the Company; provided that this provision shall not 
apply to the curling and skating rink in the Town. Any such re-connection 
may be considered as a new connection and the Company shall have the right 
to require a deposit as herein provided in addition to such re-connection 
charge before making such re-connection, 

19. This agreement shall be read subject to the terms of Section 360 
of The Town Act, namely that at the expiration of the term hereby granted 
the same may be renewed for a period not exceeding ten (10) years (and so 
from time to time), with such alterations, if any, as may be agreed upon by 
the parties and approved by the Board of Public Utility Commissioners and 
that if either party refuses to renew such contract, or if the Parties fail to 
agree as to the conditions of such renewal, then the Council of the Town 
may, subject to the approval of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners, 
purchase all the rights of the Company in all matters and things under this 
contract and in all plant, machinery equipment, apparatus and property used 
for the purpose thereof, for such price and on such terms as may be agreed 
upon with the Company, or failing such agreement, then for such price and 
on such terms as may be fixed and settled by the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners on the application of cither of the Parties. 

Provided that this paragraph shall not apply to any portion of the Coim- 
pany’s main transmission line and step down sub-station. 

20. Subject to the observance and performance by the Company of the 
terms and covenants of this Agreement the Town shall not for a period of 
ten (10) years from the date of the execution of this agreement grant to 
any other person, firm or corporation the right to erect, construct, establish, 
maintain or operate an electric light and electric power plant or to sell or 
dispose of electric light or electric power in the Town for any purpose, 

21. Provided and it is distinctly understood and agreed that in the 
event of any default by the Company in the observance and performance of 
anv of the terms, conditions and covenants of this agreement and particu- 
larly in the event of the Company failing to meet its obligations as herein- 
before provided to furnish continuously and without interruption light, heat 
and power to the extent of the requirements of the Town and the inhabitants 
thereof the rights and privileges hereby granted shall (at the option of the 
Town) cease and determine in the same manner and to all intents and pur- 
poses as if the full period of ten (10) years herein mentioned had elapsed 
and the Town shall have the right to purchase the plant and property of 
the Company on the same terms and conditions as at the expiration of the 
said period of ten years; provided that none of the rights or remedies of 
the Town under this Agreement, and in particular any right to recover dam- 
ages from the Company for such default in a Court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be in any way merged, waived, suspended, prejudiced or affected by the 
exercise of the said option on the part of the Town, : : 

Failure on the part of the Town to exercise the said option shall not 
operate as a waiver of the Company's default or prevent the exercise of such 
option in the event of any later or similar default by the Company, 

22. Nothing in this agreement contained shall release the Company 
from liability at law for injury sustained or suffered by any person or prop- 
erty by reason of any act or omission of the Company, its agents and serv- 
ants, and the Company shall indemnify and save hagmless the Town from 


all loss, costs, charges, damages or expenses which may arise or be incurred, 
suffered or sustained by the Town as a result of the exercise by the Company 
of the rights, powers and privileges hereby granted, which, without restrict- 
ing the generality of the foregoing, includes any work that may at any time 
be undertaken by the Company within the corporate limits of the Town. 

23. The Company shall observe all by-laws of the Town and shall con- 
form to-all regulations imposed by such by-laws which are applicable to the 
Company and its operations, 

24, All the rights, powers and privileges reserved to and conferred 
upon the Town by this agreement may be exercised and enjoyed by the 
Council of the Town and any person or persons from time to time authorized 
by the said Council for that purpose. 

25. This agreement shall be subject to and will only take effect upon 
ratification of the by-law of the Town authorizing the same by the rate- 
payers and burgesses of the Town in accordance with the provisions of the 
Town Act and the date of the execution of this contract hereinbefore referred 
to shall, for all purposes, be taken to be the date of the execution of this 
contract by the Town or the final passing of the said by-law authorizing the 
said contract, whichever shall be last, 

26. The Company shall submit, and it hereby agrees to submit the 
business and operations thereof pursuant to this agreement to the control 
and supervision of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta in all respects as the Company would have been subject io 
such control and supervision had it come within the provisions or description 
of paragraph (g) of Section 2 of the Public Utilities Act. 

27. Notwithstanding anything herein contained it is mutually ac- 
knowledged and understood by and between the parties hereto that ihe 
Company is a licensee of a Dominion Water Power and as such is subject 
to and bound by the provisions of The Dominion Water Power Act and (or) 
The Dominion Lands Act and the regulations passed pursuant thereto as far 
aus the same may prevail. 

THIS Agreement and everything herein contained shall respectively 
enure to the benefit of and be binding upon the Parties hereto and their 
respective successors and assigns.

CALGARY POWER COMPANY, LIMITED, a body corporate 
with head office at the City of Montreal, in the Province 
of Quebec, hereinafter called “the Company”. 
OF THE SECOND PART, 

WITNESSETH that in consideration of the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
now paid by the Compuny to the Town (the receipt whereof is hereby ac- 
knowledged) the Town hereby gives to the Company the sole and exclusive 
option irrevocable within the time for acceptance herein limited to: 

(a) Acquire from the Town the sole and exclusive right, license and 
privilege (all of which are hereinafter included in the term “franchise”) to 
erect, construct, establish, maintain, repair and operate a suitable electric 
iight and electric power distribution system within the limits of the Town 
as at present constituted or as they may from time to time be extended and 
to supply, sell and dispose of electric light and electric power for lighting, 
heating, power and for any and all purposes for which electricity is or may 
be or become suitable or adaptable to the Town and its inhabitants, includiny 
the inhabitants of any areca or areas which may hereafter be added to and/or 
contained within the limits of the Town (all of which are hereinafter referred 
to as and included in the term “franchise’) and ‘ 

(b) Purchase from the Town all the entire electric distribution system 
of the Town (as it exists at the date of acceptance of this option) consisting 
of, without restricting the generality of the foregoing, all poles, fixtures, 
wires, transformers, meters, street lights and street lighting equipment, in 
or upon the streets, alleys, lanes, private or public buildings or other loca- 
tions within the Town and owned by the Town and also all supplies, spare 
parts, meters, transformers, tools and warehouse contents, wire and poles 
acquired by the Town for use in connection with the said electric distribution 
system, 

: The purchase price of the said property referred to in paragraph (b) 
hereof free and clear of all liens, charges or encumbrances, shall be the sum 
of Eight Thousand Dollars which shall be paid in cash on the acceptance of 
this option, it being understood and agreed by and between the parties hereto
